hands ofthe Mexican Government. The Mex- 
ican Government is expected to decide within 
afew days whether Chinese labourers may be 
lafided-without restriction in Mexican territory, 
and on this decision-hatgs the fate of the China 
Commercial Steamship Company? ‘Oficials tt 
the three big trans-pacific steamship companies 
make no, sécret of the fact that they aré hopeful 
the ‘Mexican Government will stop the un- 
restricted, entry of Chinese, for: it is’ well” 
understood that such action by the Mexican 
authorities would force the China: Commercial 
Steamship Company to abandon its trans-pacific 
service. and permit. the restoration of freight 
and steerage passenger rates between this port 
and the Orient to their normal figures, says the 
Savi Francisco Chronicle, of the 19th ultimo. 
‘This situation explains the visit of Eng Hok. 
Fong, president of the China Commercial 
Steamship Company, who passed through San 
Franciscoa few weeks ago en route to the City of 
Mexico. President Eng's company established 
aline of steamers a few months ago for the 
purpose of transporting Chinese labourers to 
Mexico. Manzanillo was made the port of call 
in Mexico, from which port the steamers ‘have 
been coming to San Francisco before returning 


‘home to pick up cargo forthe return trip, The 


first two.steamers that made the trip to Mexico 
landed in, the neighbourhood of 1,300 Chinese 
labourers.. The steamship company had figured 
on supplying about 8,009 or 10,030 labotirers to 
the Mexican Central and Mexican International 
railroads; but after the first two cargoes of 
labourers had been landed. the Mexican 
Government ‘shut its doors: temporarily to 
further: Asiatic. immigration, owing to the 
prevalence of pla.ue among the coolies. 
One steamer was held in quarantine about 
a month at Marzanillo, which occasioned 
a loss of many. thousands of “ollars to 
the company, and subsequent stean ers, de- 
prived of the profitable traffic in coolie steerage 
passengers, have been operated at great loss.

THE SPURT IN SILVER.

We were able to put an record yesterday 
that the price of bar silver was the-highest 
quotation touched since the sun.mer of 1901. 
The strength of the metal is believed to be the 
outcome of purchases for the Indian Govern- 
ment, this impression being confirmed by the 
amount of the stock of silver in the Currency 
Department. There has been a marked de- 
pletion in the silver reserve for séme weeks 
past, and with India “in a condition of pros- 
perity, it is incumbent upon the Government 
to hold a sufficient stock of silver to redeem a 
considerable portion of its notes should they 
be presented for payment, Yesterday's spurt’ 
naturally gave a fillip to Mexican railway secu> 
rities, a favourable spot in markets with other. 
wise little that was encouraging. :

Silver continues on its upward course; and a 
smart rise of B yesterday carried the spot quota- 
tion to 27 9-16, per oz, a figure which has no 
parallel since the middle of 1901. 
Government is buying for cainage purposes, 
and as its stock of the metal in the currency 
department is small. while trade is active, it 
seems probable that further purchases will be 
necessary, This fenr is causing the bears to 
buy back inn hurry, and, by the indications, 
they have not nearly covered their commit- 
ments yet. ‘Besides, the market is not well 
supplied with metal. The buying for the 
Indian bazaars is.on a small scale, and China 
appears to be out of the market for the present.
